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THE PACKING INDUSTRY. 


A Canadian branch of Swift & 
Co., the big Chicago Packing 
Company, is to be established at 
Edmonton. The building will be 
seven storeys high, vf brick, will 
be located in,the eastern portion 
of the city, and w.ll be completed 
by September. 

The plant will have a large 
killing capacity and at first will 
be able to dispose of at least 5U0 
hogs, cattle, sheep, and will be 
in a position to handle 5,000 each 
day as soon as the country can 
produce that quantity. 

The plant will also handle all 
the eggs, poultry and butter, that 
the farmers can produce and will 
pay cash on delivery for all 
purchases. 

This will probably do away 
with the hope some settlers had 
of seeing purk packing industries 
established in Alberta similar to 
those in Denmark under govern- 
ment supervision and controlled 
by the farmers _ themselves. 
When the great trusts of the 
United States establish branches 
in this country the influence be- 
hind them is too great to fight, 
especially by the farming com- 
munity, who are the most inter- 
ested. : 

The creamery system of Al- 
berta bids fair to be one of the 
best in the.world, simply because 
the governnient has stood at the 
back of the organization and 
gives ‘a helping hand whenever 
possible. The consequence is that 
the settlers’ have confidence in 
the business, and it is growing 
cy leaps dnd bounds as it be- 
comes better known. 

The same may be said of the 

packing industry. Government 
ownership has been the slogan 
for some time, and government 
ownership of this great industry 
would probably mean more to 
the farmers and ranchers of 
Alberta than any one thing that 
could be done for them, :

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THE INSURANCE COM- 
MISSION. 


Between Senator Cox and Hon. 
Geo. E. Forter they have man- 
aged to thoroughly discount the 
Dominion Insurance Commision 
which sat last year in the different 
cities, with the pretended object 
of enquiring into insurance in- 
vestments. Senator Cuox has 
demonstrated the incapacity of 
the alleged inquiry, while ‘Mr. 
Foster has cast a most damaging 
discount on its motives. 

The commi-sion has already 
cost more than $100,000. That 
it vas organized to provide party 
jobs for the commissioners and 
lawyers, one could easily believe.

There. are kitchens 
to which the plumber’s visit is almost 
as rare as a blue moon, and with a 
fairly modern system of drainage and 
a little care their number might easily 
increase-and multiply. 

_ Sink stoppage Is usually caused by 
grease, sometimes by coffee, grounds 
and in ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred by carelessness. See that your 
plates are scraped free from grease 
and scraps before they go into the 
dish pan. Insist that coffee grounds 
ehall find their way into the garbage 
can rather than the slink. 
igmall, stiff scrubbing brush and an fron 
sink scraper with a rubber edge near 
‘at° hand and enforce thelr use after 
each dishwashing time. ; 

If these few simple rules are obeyed, 
‘if none of the greasy water in which 
vegetables have been cooked, gravies 
or other greasy liquids are poured into 
the sink—and it is not the place for 
them—if the pipes are scalded daily 
with clean water and plenty of com- 
mon washing soda, you run very little 
‘risk of stoppage. , 

A plumber once sald to me: “If wom- 
en would use more soda in their sink 
pipes, there would be less work for us. 
Some of them use lye, which cuts the 

: grease, but ruins the pipes. Soda is

In the Bathroom. 

The one thing to be avoided is a clut- 
ter of small things—too many bottles 
and boxes on the shelves and tables, a 
number of rumpled towels and, above 
all, a rack of clothes hung up to dry. 
The nickel plate should be kept shin- 
ing with constant polishing and the 
white porcelain, tiles and enamel im- 
maculate. The nickel quickly collects 
the green oxide, and the white enamel 
takes on. a peculiar yellow stain if neg- 
lected. Any one who has attempted to’ 
correct the results of this neglect in 
elther case has found her task a difii- 
cult one and if the neglect has con- 
tinued too long almost an !mpossible 
one, With daily care, soap and water, 
combined with vigorous scrubbing and 
rubbing, are quite sufficient. A gritty 
soap should not be used on either the 
nickel or the enamel.—Harper’s Bazar. 


Spots on Tablecloths. 

The best way to remove any sort of 
a spot from a tablecloth is to place a 
bowl under the spot and draw the 
cloth over it so there {s a little dip in 
the center. Then pour boiling hot wa- 
ter over it, and it will be found when 
the spot is dry that the stain has en- 
tirely disappeared. This is an excel- 
lent way to remove a spot after the ta- 
ble 1s all set, for by pushing a plate 
underneath the stain-can be removed 
without difficulty with the boiling wa- 
ter, and by pressing and smoothing It 
afterward with a dry napkin there will 
be no trace of it by the time the lunch- 
eon or dinner !s ready. 


Hiding the Radiator. 

An unsightly steam radiator has been 
thoroughly eliminated and disguised 
by putting an ordinary shelf on iron 
braces about a foot above it and hang- 
{ng a curtain in front. The top of the 
shelf is covered wlth denim or burlap, 
and curtains are tacked at each end 
that hang straight to the floor. The 
curtain across the front is hung from 
a slender brass rod and may be pulléd 
to one side when more heat {s needed. 
The shelf extends some distance be- 
yond the ends of the heater and js used 
for books and pretty bits of china, 


Mending Mackintoshes. 

An excellent mending cement for 
mackintoshes !s made by dissolving 
some sbreds of pure india rubber in 
benzine, which will form a stiff paste. 
Spread the {njured part of the mack- 
intosh on something flat, apply a little 
of the paste to the part to be mended 
and leave until the cement is harden- 
ed. This may also be very satisfac- 
torily employed in mending rubber 
gloves. 


Oiling Floors. 

When olling floors, uge a woolen cloth 
rather than a brush. If the oll is thor- 
oughly subbed In with the cloth, the 
result will be much more satisfactory 
than when put on with a brush. The 
same is true in staining floors, and in 
this case the stain should be rubbed 
into the wood with one-cloth and then 
rubbed off with another. 


: Rusty Old Oak. 

Old oak that has been neglected 
should be washed in waitm beer; then, 
when dry, wash it again all over with 
a soft brush with the following mix- 
ture: One quart of beer, in which has 
been bolled a piece of beeswax the size 
of a walnut, and a tablespoonful of 
sugar. Leave this to dry, then polish 
with a soft cloth. 


Trays In Drawers. 

If one finds herself confronted with 
deep drawers in which many things 
must be kept smooth, inserting trays as 
in a trunk fs a good idea. If tape 
hangers are sewed at either end, tha 
tray is easily removed when wishing 
to get at things beneath. 


It is a good plan to tack a piece of 
white ollcloth on the wall back of the 
kitchen tables, as otherwise It will 
goon become discolored and greasy, & 
result that {s almost unavoldable. 


When linoleum begins to show wear, 
paint the surface with a good quality 
floor varnish and allow it a longer tima, 

to dry than would be necessary fof 
wooden boards.

Dainties That Are Made With the 
Whites of Eggs. 

There are many dishes which are 
rendered richer and more delicate by 
the omission of some or even all of the 
whites of the eggs. All kinds of cus- 
tards and milk puddings, for instance, 
are enormously improved by following 
this plan. At the same time it fre- 
quently -becomes something of a prob- 
lem how to utilize successfully the 
whites thus left over. The conscience 
of a careful cook will not permit her. 
to throw them away, and yet it de

mands thought to discover dishes which 
call for the use of whites only. Never- 
theless there are a good many such 
recipes to be found, in which they not 
only serve a useful purpose, but give 
the impression of quite a lavish ex- 
penditure in eggs. Where ten or a 
dozen whites are at hand an angel 
cake becomes a very economical del- 
{cacy. 

Angel Cake.—The whites of eleven 
eggs, a cupful of flour, s cupful and 
a half of powdered sugar, a teaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar and the same 
quantity of essence of vanilla. Beat 
the whites till very stiff, sift the flour 
and sugar and cream of tartar togeth- 
er, putting them through the sieve 
four times, then lightly and gradually 
shake them into the whites; add the 
vanilla. Pour into an ungreased tin 
and bake for forty minutes in a very 
moderate oven, leaving it in the tin 
till cold. 

This same cake may be made to do 
duty as a dinner sweet by serving it

as a charlotte. If stale, it should be 
liberally sprinkied with sirup flavored 


filled with whipped cream. 

Apple Souffe.—Pare, core and cut up 
eight medium sized. apples, stew them 
with a little water until the consist- 
ency of marmalade and sweeten to 
taste. When smooth and well cooked 
lightly whisk in the stiffly beaten 
whites of six eggs. Turn into a souf- 
fle dish and cook thirty. minutes in a 
moderate oven. To gain variety in 
serving this souffle it may be baked 
in a case made of rice. 


. Coddled Apples. : 
Apples are a great boon to the house- 
hold in winter, when fresh foods are 
scarce, and new ways of preparing 
! them are many and varied. But our 
ancestors appreciated apples quite as 
much as we do today, more so, per- 
haps, because foods were so scarce in 
cold weather. : 

Among old recipes is one for ccd- 
dled apples. Yor this pare and core 
the apples and boil them in clear wa- 
ter until tender, with lemon peel and a 
small stick of cinnamon. Now remove 
the apples and add the sugar and 
when dissolved return the apples and 
boil a few minutes longer. 

An easy and delicious dessert is to 
serve the baked apples with wine 
sauce poured over them. This makes 
a little variety from the usual method 
of serving them with cream. 


Laces That Will Not Wash. 

Laces that are embroidered with silk 
and colors, tinsel or gold and silver 

‘ should be spread out smoothly on a 
' clean piece of white cloth and cleaned 
‘ carefully with a soft brush dipped in 
‘ spirits of wine. 

If silk lace 1s much discolored it 
should be soaked in hot milk for two 
or three hours before washing.

COOKING MEAT. 3 


The Proper Methods of Roasting, Broil- 
ing and Boiling. 

If housewives understood more fully 
the processes of broiling, roasting and 
boiling, there would be less complaint 
of tough, tasteless meat. The princi- 
ples underlying all three methods are 
identical. The difference Wes in the 
medium employed. In all the object to 
be attained is to first quickly sear the 
exterior of the meat, thus coagulating 
the surface albumen and effectually 


‘pealing the juices. The cooking then 


proceeds more slowly to a finish, the 
time required hinging, as a matter of 
course, upon the size of the cut. 

In broiling and in roasting, which 
are in reality the same, the name de 
pending upon the nature of the piece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, which 
must be intense enough to sear the 
surface at once. When it is not, the 
juices seep out, leaving the meat teste- 
less and sacrificing its nutritive quall- 
ttes, 

In boiling meat surface coagulation 
fs attained by immersing the meat in 
boiling water and keeping up the tem- 
perature'for a minute. One of the pre- 
liminary rules of boiling, one which 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
every cook, is that water cannot be 
heated to the proper temperature for 
boiling (212 degreés) in an open vessel 
nor in one with an indifferently fitting 
cover. Another point equal in im- 
portance to the first is that when wa- 
ter begins to boil a quicker fire than 
is absotutely necessary to keep it boil- 
ing results merely in wasting the wa- 
ter in the form of steam and so hard- 
ening the exterior of the meat as to 
prevent the heat penetrating to the 
interior.—Housekeeper.
